The first symptoms of pneumonia 
are usually chilliness or a severe 
chill, pain in the chest or side, 
headache, cough, and fever. Such 
symptoms mean that not a second 
should be lost. Go to bed and send 
for your doctor. Remember that 
pneumonia is a communicable 
disease. Proper nursing, complete 
rest and reasonable isolation are 
absolutely essential. 

Lobar pneumonia is caused by 
many different types of the pneu¬ 
monia germ—but each type is 
specific and can be identified. 
Should anyone in your family have 
pneumonia, your doctor will prob¬ 
ably arrange for an immediate 
laboratory examination of the 
sputum to determine which type 
of pneumonia is present.
